Linda Eaton, an lowa City 
firefighter, pained nationwide ree 
cognition early this year when she 
defied a deparanent rule against 
nursing a baby during: free time 
while on duty at the fire station. 

The infant, cared for by a baby- 
sitter during Eaton's active duty 
periods, is breast-fed by Eaton in the 
station’s womens’ locker room, 

Asurvey conducted last month by 
Bill Norman of Clarke's sociology 
department revealed student sup- 
port of Katon's decision(her case is 
sdll pending in court) as well as a 
conviction that breast-feeding is 
better for infants. The survey also 
showed strong support for the pas- 
sage of the now-floundering Equal 
Rights Amendment (ERA). 

Vhirty-cight percent of the 137 
students surveyed expressed favor 
toward breast-feeding and che ERA 
while under two percent of the re- 
spondents expressed negative views 
toward both issues. Nearly sixty- 
Light percent believed Eaton should 


_ be allowed to nurse her baby at the 


fire station. 

Interestingly enough, those who 
support breast-feeding support 
Eaton only slightly more than those 
students who are opposed or neutral 
toward the issue. Those who favor 
the ERA support Eaton just slightly 
‘ore than those without strong 
ERA convictions. More Clarke stu- 
dents support Eaton’s specific situa- 
tion than a general principle of 
allowing working mothers to nurse 
their babies during on-the-job free 
tume.

ment learning experience the faculty is geider “ 
an over-all department philosophy: Clarke ‘A lie 
is an institute of higher learning. Tts responst)} ity 
to the students is to introduce us to innovators, 
philosophers, artists, and their works, techniques, 
and discoveries, to broaden our perspectives so we 
may grow. Hopefully in our studies we will be con- 
fronted with new ideas which will make us question 
our values and beliefs, Only through confrontation 
may we reach new truths about ourselves and expe- 
rience life more appreciatively. _ 

In the Drama Department we have a responsibil- 

ity to our audience to entertain and to present an 
event which is a valuable experience. Valuable 
doesn't mean the show has to have a deep message, 
but it must awaken something in the viewer, so that 
they feel an emotion intensely, whether it be joy, 
anger or perhaps a sense of loss. If you leave a 
theatre talking about what you had for dinner that 
night, there's something wrong. The play must af- 
fect you, call forth an emotion, so you know you've 
seen an aspect of life which you may or may not en- 
joy thinking about. j 
~ “Paking this over-all philosophy ito account the 
drama faculty then begin to consider shows for the 
next year, starting with shows they like and sugges- 
tions from students and other faculty. It would be 
impossible to direct or design a show they couldn't 
relate to. ‘here are several things which influence 
the final choice: A show which would be costly im 
terms of sct, costumes, props, etc., and is not ex- 
pected to draw large crowds, should be balanced 
with a relatively inexpensive play or a popular 
“name” play. The scenic demands play a big partin 
choosing shows. The type of stage, or acting areas 
available, the wing space we don't have, the tools 
and materials we already have or wouldn't be able 
to get, and the availability and cost of the rights toa 
show are all considerations. 

The faculty must also assess what experiences the 
students have had, what they need, and what they 
can handle, Obviously, ifwe haven't gota dancer in 
the bunch, it's silly to attempt “The Nutcracker 
Suite.” A look at the four year plan is necessary. 
Within the college career, the deparunent tries to 
expose the students to.several of the classics, an- 
cient (like Sophocles), through modern (such as 
Chekov), both comedy and tragedy. Vhe different 
genre arc included, from tragedy to melodrama to 
farce. We're introduced to contemporary plays, 
Amcrican playwrights, and different techniques of 
performing, (i.e. presentational style, musicals, 
arena theater, oriental movement). 

With all these influences, the selection of a bal- 
anced season of theatre may prove to be quite dif-

ferent, A frequent question is why don't we ever do 
an Oklahoma, a Sound of Music, ora Fiddleran 
the Roof? Several of the aforementioned reasons 
may explain why, but ifthey don't, there isoneeyen 
better reason: Everybody does Oklahom’, Also, 
many of the popular rausicals are outdated in 
terms of theme, and present cliche characters ote 
narrow views of man which are insulting, Sister 
Carol personally believes it would be hnitmoral for 
her to promote such a play as South Pacific which 
presents a degrading view of women and plays on 
racial prejudice. If you don't find anything wrong 
in one-dimensional mis-representation of women 
as husband-hunters as in Oklahoma, then there hs 
always Vhe Barn or any of the local high-schools 
who can certainly put on a satisfactory perfor.

One question which I feel must be answered is 


“Why do you choose so many controversial plays?" 
The real question being asked is “Deo we have to see 
so much sex on stage?” No, you don't. But if you 
consider the matter carefully, in eliminating all 
shows with sexual inuendos from our list of choices, 
we would have to ¢liminate the great classics, (ever 
taken a close look at Shakespeare?), the musical 
Oklahomas, and just about everything in between, 
A sub-plot in almost every play ever written deals 
with men and women in love. That's because there 
exists in every humana basic sexual drive. Wecan't 
be sexless. And cvery male and female has charac- 
teristics which are inherent in their sex. Vhatis part 
of being human. Now remembering that our sex 
influences who we are, which any biologist or psy- 
chologist will agree with, go back to the basic de- 
partment philosophy and the reason why you're 
here. As students, we're here to leaua about dif- 
ferent aspects of life and with this knowledge, dis. 
cover new truths about ourselves. [f our sex is‘so 
much a part of what we are, how can we climinateit 
from our plays which are supposed to be imitations 
of reality? 

“Allright, but why does the intimate sexual act 
between a man and woman have to be suggested on 
stage?” My question is, why doesit have to be a back 
street joke, and in every tavern down the block, or 
at the lunch table? Why do halfthe jokes on Johnny 
Carson every night have to come from read-in sexu- 
al references? Why do so many boys brag about — 
their sexual experiences? You can blame the flood 
of jokes and the need for prestige on society if you 
want, but it's the individual who finally decides 
what is humorous or what is necessary in their lives. 
So why are we all willing to go iiong with these 
twisted, irreverent jokes, vet we can’t accept it on 
stage wher itis taken seriously to make a statement 
about the human being and his environment? As 
Sister Carol put it, “Vhere is no immoral art, only 
immoral minds.” 

So, in coming to the Clarke ‘Vheatre if you can't 
enjoy and be entertained by a show which makes 
you take a serious look at yourself in a serious or 
humorous manner, and the only reason you gotoa 
theatre is to be entertained, then by all means ex- 
ercise your option to spend your evening elsewhere 
enjoying yourself. I believe that our department of- 
fers enough variety over four years that no student 
need be left out of the theatre experience.

Billy Joel is an exciting new musi- 
cian. Perhaps the word “new” is 
misused, because Billy Joel has been 
around for a number of years.

After this song was released, 
nothing more was heard from Billy 
Joel. He appeared to be a “flash-in-

Presently in the top-5 of the al- 
bum charts, d2nd Street is an im- 
Dressive collection of songs, all com- 
posed by Billy Joel. The music is 


mature and well-written. Joe! sings 
a strong lead vocal and plays the pi- 
ano, while his band, ‘The Lords of 
52nd Street,’ provide background 
vocals, bass, electric and acoustic 
guitars, trumpet, marimba, orches- 
tral chimes, organ, saxophone, cla- 
rinet, and sopranino recorder. The 
textures of the various instruments 


blend into absolutely luscious mu- 
sic. 


Joel’s lyrics enhance his music 
rather than overwhelm or play se- 
cond to it. They are full of emotion 
and vitality. They seem to speak ofa 
variety of life's experiences Joel's 
latest hit, “My Life,” speaks of a per- 
son who has abandoned the “Amer- 
ican way” of life to search for his 
niche, with no help from anyone 
Oiher lyrics speak of loneliness and 
bitter love affairs.
